Report of the Forest Fire Warden 
and your District Chief 


During the past year New Hampshire faced the greatest 
forest fire threat to its woodlands in more than sixty 
years. The continued drought brought home to our 
citizens, as never before, the potential threat of destructive 
fires to their beautiful and valuable forests, homes and 
livelihood. In true American tradition of meeting a 
common threat by volunteer effort, this fire danger was 
minimized by active prevention, patrol and a relinquish- 
ing of personal rights for the common good. It was the 
greatest demonstration of public cooperation ever ex- 
perienced by those responsible for local and state fire 
control. The ready forces of volunteer fire services kept 
the losses low. For their effort and public response the 
general fire service expresses its heartfelt thanks for a 
job well done. 

Prevention, however, is not an activity for the bad fire 
years. It must be practiced until it becomes a part of our 
public conscience - a habit. Just plain carelessness with 
fire causes too many of our fires. 


The following practices and suggestions will help: 

1. Always have a permit for outdoor burning and burn 
within the terms of the permit and in a safe place. 
Burn late in the afternoon when the wind is down or on 
rainy or damp days. Check your fire and if the winds 
develop extinguish it promptly. 

2. Carry your rubbish to the public dump- it’s safer. A 
neglected backyard incinerator causes many fires. 


3. Never discard lighted cigarettes or matches. Make this 
a year-round habit regardless of the safety of your 
surroundings. 


4. Children-caused fires are now a major concern. Keep 
matches away from them and teach them to respect 
fire and not make it a subject of play. 

Let’s all join with “Smokey the Bear’ and ‘‘Keep New 
Hampshire Green” and growing in 1964.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
To the School Board and Citizens of the Landaff School District: 


I herewith submit my twenty-first annual report as Superintendent 
of Schools. 


The total enrollment in Blue School last year was 13. The average 
membership was 11.6 and the percent of attendance was 95.3. Eleven 
pupils attended Lisbon Elementary School and 12 attended Lisbon 
High School. 


The enrollment in Blue School at the present time is 17. Seven 
pupils are enrolled at Lisbon Elementary School and 14 pupils are 
attending Lisbon High School. 


Mrs. Hildah Bedard is completing her eighth year as teacher in 
Landaff. All who visit Blue School speak well of her work. We trust 
that she enjoys teaching in Landaff. The record seems to speak for 
itself, 


The school greatly misses the services of former custodian, Lawrence 
Tewksbury. Mr. Tewksbury always took a personal interest in Blue 
School and its affairs, doing many acts of labor and kindness beyond 
the call of duty. 


The School Board recommends favorable consideration of the article 
in the warrant to install an automatic heating system at Blue. It is 
felt that such a system in the long run will be economical and better 
for the children. In a recent report, the health inspector recommended 
that the equipment in Blue School be modernized, stressing the fact 
that Blue is the only remaining plant in his area without modern 
heating, lighting and plumbing facilities. 


This year the School Board had a telephone installed. Several times 
there have been accidents, transportation changes and other emer- 
gencies. There has been no convenient telephone near by for the 
teacher. It seems unwise to have school children in a building without 
telephone service. 


Landaff School District will undoubtedly be aided by funds from 
the New Hampshire Sweepstakes next year. At the present time there 
is no way of accurately estimating its effect on taxes. 


I certainly appreciate your cooperation in all matters pertaining to 
the welfare of your children. Your School Board meets regularly. 
They are attentive to their duties and are most helpful in the operation 
of the school system. Thank you.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT’S SALARY 


Section 5, Chapter 243, Laws of 1953 of the State of 
New Hampshire, requires that school district annual 
reports show the total amount paid to the superintendent. 


One-half of the supervisory union expenses is prorated 
among the several school districts of the union on the basis 
of adjusted valuation. One-half is prorated on the basis of 
average daily membership in the schools for the previous 
school year ending June 30. The Superintendent of 
Supervisory Union #384, during 1962-1963, received a 
salary of $9,800.00 which was made up as follows: $4,750.00 
paid by the State Department of Education from the per 
capita tax and $5,050.00 prorated among the several 
school districts. Allowance of $1,300.00 for travel within 
the Union was also prorated as stated above.
